RESOLUTION 

No. M., 13043/5/83-RD-AS.—The Goveniment have been 
pursuing a number of Sectoral and Special Programmes 
since the Fourth Five Year Plan for the Development of 
Agriculture, Industries and Services, and for the reduc¬ 
tion of unemployment and poverty by creating large scale 
self-employment and wage employment opportimities for 
the weaker sections of the society, in the rural areas. It 
has been felt that with the launching of a large number of 
Programmes, both through the normal sectoral Plans and 
others spwially designed to cater to target group households, 
a multiplicity of organisational mechanisms has grown up. 
resulting In duplication of management efforts and subopti- 
mal use of resources. 

Rural Development as an integrated concept for growth 
and poverty alleviation Would continue to be one of the 
principal areas of emphasis in the Seventh Plan. The eflee- 
tlve implementation of an integrated approach would call 
for bettor planning at the district level, closer monitoring and 
a tighter organiiiational set up to ensure optimum use of 
resources, and reaching the benefits to those for whome they 
are meant. 

The Planning Commission have, therefore, decided to set 
up a high level Committee to review the existing administra¬ 
tive arrangements for Rural I^velopment and Poverty Alle- 
cvlation Programmes, and to recommend appropriate 
structural mechanisms to ensure fhat they ore planned in 
an integrated manner and effectively implemented. The 
composition and terms of reference of the Committee are 
set out below :
